Logan County Farmers tour Fulton County

After spending time in Mur¬ 
ray and Paducah, members of 
Logan County Farmers toured 
different facets of the agri¬ 
cultural community in Fulton 
County on Wednesday, Sept. 5. 
They left from Logan County 
on Monday morning for a week 
of visits to businesses in each 
city on each of the four days of 
the annual tour. 

Here in Fulton County on 
Wednesday morning the tour 
bus made its first stop at Ralph 
Wayne Adams’ Hog Farm with 
Adams discussing his operation

with the interested group. 

Down in the lower bottom, 
Lynn Major, of Major Bros. 
Farms, discussed his current 
soybean crop with Logan Coun¬ 
ty farmers. During Major’s dis¬ 
cussion photos were displayed 
of the lower bottom when it 
was flooded during the spring 
of 2011. He also touched on the 
quick rise in the river during the 
fall of 2009. 

During the 2009 flooding 
many area farmers pitched in 
to get the crops out as quickly 
as possible for the fast moving 
Mississippi River could over 
take the soybeans. “You can 
have the prettiest crop in the 
field,” he said, “but you can’t 
count on it until you get it in 
the truck. You could lose it in a 
day.” 

“It is not unusual to lose 200 
to 300 acres a year,” said Major 


about farming in the lower bot¬ 
tom. “A lot of times we don’t get 
up here until late in the year to 
plant.” This year has been com¬ 
pletely opposite with the drought 
conditions, but also proving to 
be trying for Lynn and his two 
brothers, Mike and Jim Major, 
who took over the family farm¬ 
ing operation from their father 
Bronaugh, who began farming 
in the mid 1940s. This year Ful¬ 
ton County is around 18 inches 
below the normal precipitation 
for this time of year. Rains in 
the last week could help the pro¬ 
jected soybean yields. Major is 
hopeful yields will be in the 40 
bushel an acre range this year. 

The third point of interest 
was the Kentucky Nut Corpora¬ 
tion on Moscow Avenue. Karen 
and Tim Langford discussed

Distracted Driving “Save a Life Tour” 
stresses “No texting while driving” 


Kelly using a coffin, massive 
tour posters, and high intensity 
videos rolling on huge monitors 
to open the eyes of high school 
students on the deadly conse¬ 
quences of texting while driv¬ 
ing. 

Beerthuis engaged the audi¬ 
ence and had an uncanny abil¬ 
ity to bring himself to the level 
of all the students who sat in on 
the program, sponsored by the 
21st CCLC (S.A.I.L.) program. 
“People pay the ultimate price 
for their actions,” he said, “some 
die while texting and driving.” 
(Approximately 6,000 per year.) 
He knows this first hand, back 
when Beerthuis was 16 he was 
a passenger in a vehicle that 
was involved in a fatal accident 
because the driver, his friend, 
was texting while driving. The 
vehicle they were in rolled five 
times after hitting a tree, fatally 
injuring the driver’s girlfriend 
who was in the backseat of the 
vehicle. 

All eyes and ears were on 
Beerthuis as he explained his 
helplessness when he couldn’t 
get out of the vehicle and was 
unable to locate a cell phone 
while the young girl eventu¬ 
ally bleed to death before help 
could reach them. Graphic - it 
definitely was and needs to be to 
gain the attention of those who 
choose to text and drive. 

If his story wasn’t enough to 
change the mind of the young 
adults sitting in the Fulton 
County gym on Friday morn¬ 
ing, maybe the very graphic 
video of what appeared to be 
an actual car accident involving 
three girls who were in a vehi¬ 
cle while the driver was texting, 
might. The vehicle was shown 
crashing into another vehicle, 
injuring all three occupants. On 
top of that, another vehicle came 
up from behind and crashed into 
the passenger side of the vehicle 
resulting in the death of both.

day Reelfoot Lake, emptying 
into the Mississippi River near 
Ridgely, Tennessee. Today, of 
course, both flow into Elvis J. 
Stahr Harbor at Hickman. 

Such a creek was the site 
for many Ashing trips I took 
with my granddaddy in the mid 
1990s. I still remember late 
summer humidity 
as we loaded 
tackle boxes and 
Ashing poles into 
an old red Chevy 
clO Silverado. Or 
what was left of it. 

He bought it brand 
new, no rust. He 
now owned it 
brand old, all rust. 

The muffler was 
gone and sounded 
like dual exhaust, 
unintended. An 
old Are chief 
light sat behind 
the cab on a post 
he fabricated 
himself. But a 
stout truck that 
could put a boat 
on the road (and in the water). 
And that’s all we needed. 

Our Ashing vessel had seen 
better days, too. Green paint 


flaked from the sides, years 
worth of tax stickers adorning 
the bow. A cut out Clorox bottle 
for a dip bucket in case we took 
on water. Trolley motor up front 
for propulsion. Two oars. Not 
the flashiest boat, but enough to 
sail a creek and back. 

We entered the water at 
the Port of 
Hickman 
behind the 
seawall. One 
has to wonder 
why it was not 
called the river 
wall instead. 
Perhaps a fear 
of the Gulf 
of Mexico 
one day 

backwashing 
all the way up 
to Kentucky. 
But a fixture in 
Hickman since 
the 1930s. 
Fishing boats a 
plenty always 
lined the ramps 
at the harbor, 
and after getting in the water 
we settled in for a morning of 
Ashing, little motor purring at

Hoards of birds fly overhead 
above netting at the Wolf 
Creek National Fish Hatchery 
south of Jamestown. I’m near 
the dam that holds back Lake 
Cumberland. Troughs full of 
baby trout swim back and forth 
waiting for distribution to local 
streams, but if the birds had any 
say about it, they would never 
leave Jamestown alive. 

On site at the hatchery is a 
museum and display of several 
Kentucky Ash species. One such 
is a tiny, striped, yellow Ash 
about as big as a snack cracker. 
Its name is the relic darter, and 
the only place in the world it 
lives is the Bayou de Chien 
creek in the Jackson Purchase. I 
feel a connection to home even 
as the little tike swims in his 
glass container looking at me. 

“The Creek of The Dog” is the 
meaning of the Bayou moniker, 
hearkening to the Indian dogs 
French explorers saw running 
about as they discovered this part 
of the state by way of flatboat. At 
that time, a prehistoric canal had 
been dug and ran to the nearby 
Obion Creek, connecting the 
two channels. Before the great 
earthquake, both had run all the 
way south to just near present

passengers. 

Meanwhile, the driver, a girl 
of 17, was learning to live with 
the harsh reality of what she had 
done while trying to overcome 
her injuries. She would later 
face charges that would result in 
a prison sentence of seven years 
all because of her decision to 
text and drive. 

“Trying to send a text mes¬ 
sage is like driving a vehicle 
the length of a football field 
while blindfolded,” explained 
Beerthuis. “Fven talking on 
the phone should be avoided. 
That is called ‘inattention blind¬ 
ness.’” He explained that driv¬ 
ers fail to take in 50% of their 
surroundings when they talk on 
the phone while operating a mo¬ 
tor vehicle. 

“Put the phone away,” he 
said. “Don’t just leave it in your 
purse or on the seat next to you, 
put it in the console or glove 
compartment.” Why do you 
ask? Because it could save your 
life. Remember Beerthuis’ acci¬ 
dent when he couldn’t find his 
phone after his accident? If it 
had been in the glove compart¬ 
ment or center console chances 
are he would have found his 
phone and it would have been 
readily available for him to call 
for help. 

“Remember when you are 
involved in an accident others 


are affected, not just you,” he 
said. “My friend’s family had to 
eventually move away because 
people would whisper and talk 
about what happened.” 

“I was young, stupid and ig¬ 
norant,” he said. “I hope you are 
smarter than that and choose not 
to text and drive.” 

After Beerthuis’ moving talk, 
each student had a chance to op¬ 
erate a simulator while trying to 
text and drive as an Ipod asked 
them simple questions. Watch¬ 
ing a handful of the students, 
some who have their driver’s li¬ 
censes currently and others who 
don’t, most were unable to fin¬ 
ish the simulator without result¬ 
ing in a fatal crash. 

From 3 to 5 p.m. the public 
was invited to sit in on the pro¬ 
gram with Beerthuis and Kelly. 
They were also given the chance 
to operate the same simulator 
the students experienced. 

Beerthuis and Kelly are part 
of FDU-tainment from Grand 
Rapids, Mich. They are travel¬ 
ing all over western Kentucky 
with their riveting program, be¬ 
fore moving on to Mississippi, 
Texas and other states. As their 
website (www.savealifetour. 
com) states, “no one that expe¬ 
riences the Distracted Driving 
Program will leave unaffected!”

Foreign land owners must report 


Lexington, KY, August 
15, 2012 — Foreign investors 
who buy, sell, or hold a direct 
or indirect interest in U.S. 
Agricultural land are required 
to report their holdings and 
transactions to the U. S. Secretary 
of Agriculture, in accordance 
with the Agricultural Foreign 
Investment Disclosure Act 
(AFIDA) of 1978. 

Agricultural land refers to 
land used for crop production, 
grazing use, orchards, 
vineyards, timber production, 
etc. Foreign investors who buy, 
sell, or hold a direct or indirect 
interest in U.S. agricultural 
land must file a report (form 


FSA-153). A foreign person 
is any individual who is not 
a U.S. Citizen, an entity that 
is a foreign government, an 
entity formed under the laws 
of a foreign government, or an 
entity formed under a U.S. law 
in which a foreign person has 
a reportable direct or indirect 
interest. A reportable interest 
is an interest held by a foreign 
person in agricultural land as 
a direct landowner, a direct 
holder of a leasehold interest for 
10 years or more, or an indirect 
interest. Failure to timely file 
an accurate report can result in 
a penalty, with fines up to 25

ORDINANCE 12-21 

AN ORDINANCE OF THE CITY OF HICKMAN, KENTUCKY LEVY¬ 
ING A TAX ON MOTOR VEHICLES AND WATERCRAFT; REPEAL¬ 
ING CONFLICTING ORDINANCES; AND PROVIDING FOR EFFEC¬ 
TIVE DATE 

BE IT ORDAINED BY THE CITY OF HICKMAN, KENTUCKY AS 
FOLLOWS: 

Section 1. For the tax rates to be levied on January 1, 2013 with 
regards to motor vehicles and watercrafts, a tax rate of 23.4C is hereby 
levied for municipal purposes on every $100 of assessed valuation of 
motor vehicles and watercrafts subject to taxation by the City. A 
special tax rate of 4.7C of every $100 of assessed valuation of motor 
vehicles and watercrafts is hereby levied for the purpose of raising 
sufficient revenue to pay for fire apparatus equipment. 

Section 2. All ordinances in conflict herewith are, to the extent of 
such conflict, hereby repealed. 

Section 3.This ordinance shall be in full force and effect immediately 
on its enactment following second separate reading and publication 
as provided by law.

placed four bat roosting boxes at 
Wranglers Campground. After 
much planning, preparation, 
and gathering of donations, 
Liam Parker led fellow Scouts 
from Murray, KY’s Boy Scout 
Troop 45 in installing the boxes 
on August 18. 

“Liam’s proj ect will really help 
out our resident bat population,” 
said Woodlands Nature Station 
Interpreter, Aviva Yasgur. Bats 
face numerous threats from 
habitat loss to diseases; these 
boxes, which can hold 50-100 
bats each, will give them a safe 
place to roost during the day.” 
As part of LBL’s Respect the 
Resource initiative, installing 
these bat boxes will provide 
natural pest control and benefit 
local bat species by providing 


Visitors to Wranglers 
Campground, both human 
and equine, will benefit from 
the project. All 16 native bat 
species in Kentucky are insect 
eaters; in fact, bats are the main 
predator of night-flying insects 
such as mosquitoes and moths. 
A single little brown bat can 
eat up to 1000 mosquito-sized 
insects in a single hour! 

Protecting bat populations is a 
priority for LBL and all federal 
and state land management 
agencies. Since 2006, a fungus 
known as White Nose Syndrome 
has had a major impact on bats 
and agriculture in the eastern 
U.S. So far 1 million bats have 
been wiped out, leaving fewer 
bats to help control insects and 
leading to farmers having to use

more pesticides. 

“Everyone can help our 
native bat populations and 
benefit from fewer insects 
by building a bat box,” said 
Yasgur. “Visit Woodlands 
Nature Station to find out how 
or download information from 
Bat Conservation International 
at http://www.batcon.org.”

Kristy Cole, Nurse Practitio¬ 
ner with Clinton Lamily Care 
Clinic, brings information about 
the importance of cholesterol 
awareness during the month 
of September. “Cholesterol is 
a substance your body uses to 
protect nerves, make cell tissues 
and produce certain hormones,” 
states Cole. “Your liver makes 
all the cholesterol your body 
needs, but you also get choles¬ 
terol directly from the food you 
eat. Most cholesterol in your diet 
can be found in animal products 
such as eggs, meats and dairy 
products. vLow-density lipo¬ 
protein (LDL) is often called 
“bad” cholesterol. It delivers 
cholesterol to the body. High- 
density lipoprotein (HDL) is of¬ 
ten called “good” cholesterol as 
it removes cholesterol from the 
bloodstream. Too much LDL

cholesterol is associated with an 
increased risk of coronary heart 
disease. Because LDL deposits 
cholesterol on the artery walls, 
it causes the 
formation of a 
hard, thick sub¬ 
stance called 
cholesterol 
plaque. Over 
time, cholester¬ 
ol plaque causes 
thickening of 
the artery walls 
and narrowing 
of the arteries, 
a process called 
atherosclerosis, 
which can lead 
to coronary 
heart disease 
and stroke.” 

Many factors help determine 
whether your LDL-cholesterol 
level is high or low. Some of 
the most common are:Heredity: 
Your genes infiuence how fast 
LDL is made and removed from 
the body. 

Diet: Saturated fat raises your 
LDL level more than anything 
else in your diet. 

Weight: Excess weight can 
increase your LDL cholesterol 
level as well as your triglycer¬ 
ides 

Physical activity/exercise: 
Regular activity can lower your 
LDL while raising your HDL 

Age and sex: Menopausal 
women tend to see an increase 
in their total cholesterol levels 

Alcohol: Too much alcohol 
can damage your liver and lead 
to higher triglyceride levels 

Stress: It is unsure the actual 
relationship between stress and 
cholesterol, but several stud¬ 
ies have shown stress leads to 
higher cholesterol levels. It is 
thought, perhaps, that stress in¬ 
creases bad habits, which leads 
to increased cholesterol. 

“Total cholesterol level 
should be less than 200 with 
LDL below 100. Determining 
your cholesterol level involves 
a simple blood test known as a 
lipid panel. You should check 
with your doctor or nurse practi¬ 
tioner to determine if this test is

appropriate for you,” adds Cole. 
“If you are found to have high 
cholesterol, you may need to 
make certain lifestyle changes 
such as exer¬ 
cise, weight 
loss, and smok¬ 
ing cessation. 
Also, it may 
be necessary to 
begin certain 
cholesterol¬ 
lowering medi¬ 
cations. These 
treatment op¬ 
tions could 
help decrease 
your risk of 
developing ath¬ 
erosclerosis in 
the future and 
lead to a better 


quality of life.”
